Chicago. May 3.—Enlarged propor­ 
tions were given the teamsters’ strik e 
today from both sides of the huge 
struggle. 
Contrary to expectation the em­ 
ployes were the first to tak e aggress­ 
ive action. 
All .teamsters .of the 
Crerar-Cllnch company, 
which has 
coal cmitracts with many office build­ 
ings and firms, went on a strik e to­ 
day. 
The effect of the new spread may 
be to leave mwiy of the tallest office 
buildings without fuel to run their 
elevatcm. 
Brutality today began with a fight 
and panic in a crowds street car. 
Two men, who. It Is said, were mis­ 
tak en for strik e break ers, were as­ 
saulted and severely beaten. The 
passengers, panic strick en, fied from 
the car. 
A caravan manned by negroes and 
guards was attadEed by a big crowd at 
Frank lin and Madison streets, whmi 
the negroes fired Into the crowd. Bul­ 
lets pierced the eloti^i« o i two mm, 
but none was injured. 
Joseph Scott, a nonunion negro 
t^mster, was shot in the shoulder In 
another part of the city. 
Fierce rioting occurred in Frank lin 
street, near Harrison, when n^ro 
strik e break ers and guards beat a 
white strik e sympathizer into insensi­ 
bility. 
The negroes were then at­ 
tack ed with stones, and several were 
injured. The negroes replied with re­ 
volver shots, but none was wounded.

A HORSE IS KILLED 


Runaway Accident at 3 O’Ciock 
This Morning. 


ANIMAL FELL INTO TRENCH. 


John Snorgrass and Paseenger From 
the Katy Depot Had Excit­ 
ing Experience. 


A carriage team belonging to T. C. 
Snorgrass ran away from the Katy 
passenger depot at 3 o’clock this 
morning, and one of the animals, val­ 
ued at $150, was k illed. 
The team was being driven by John 
Snorgrass, and the carriage contained 
a gentleman who had been a passen­ 
ger on the incoming Katy train. 
Going west on Third street, the cap 
on the end of the pole to which the 
breast-straps are fastened came off, 
and allowed the carriage to run up on 
the heels of the horses. The animals 
became frightened and started to run. 
The driver, seeing that the horses 
were getting beyond his control, 
shouts to his passenger to Jump out, 
which he did with safety. 
Snorgrass hung onto the lines, giv­ 
ing the horses their heads, hoping to 
tire them out while k eeping them in 
the middle of the deserted street. 
Just as the horses crossed Ohio street, 
when they were going at a br^k neck 
speed, the tugs holding the horses to 
the carriage became unfastened, and 
the driver was powerless to further 
control the frantic animals. 
At Third and Osage streets were 
two trenches i\innlng at right angles 
to ^ch other, which had been dug 
for water mains. The left-hand horse 
Jumped over the trench running north 
and south and plunged into the trench 
running east and west, lighting on 
his head and break ing his neck . 
The driv^ was thrown from his 
seat and fortunately landed on a pile 
of soft dirt which had been thrown out 
of the trenches, and escaped with a 
few bruises. The carriage had gained 
such a velocity that, without the aid 
of the horaes, which were detached 
frmn the vehicle. It ran more than a 
hundred feet west of the crossing and 
wreck ed a big sliding door at the lum­ 
ber bouse of the Missouri Central 
Lumber company.

The suggestion that 
much a ruling be made by the internal 
ftnrenue commissioners grew out of 
the publication of the advertisement 
^ a concern in New York state, which 
agreed to tell people how to make a 
ipiiiwi of whisky at home for 25 cents. 
Tlie attention of the postal inspec- 
ters and Internal Revenue Collector 
ICcCoach was called to the matter, 
a i^ one of the concern’s advertised 
iiamula for making a most wonder- 
fttl and dangerous concoction was se­ 
cured. A copy of the pamphlet was 
aeat out 
now in the hands of Col- 
teCor McCoach is headed “New and 
Beeret Process for Making Fine Old 
Whisky.- 
Under this caption are printed the 
Sbllowing formula and comments: 
Quillaya bark, ground, one dram. 
Cannabis 
Indlca, 
blossoms, 
two 
drams. 
p 
Powdered o pi^ t 20 grains. 


Guinea pepper, ground, two ounces. 
Put the above in one pint of rye 
or other good whisky; shake occas* 
ionally for two days; filter or strain or 
add it to one quart of rye whisky (or 
alcohol is better), and add to this 
three ounces of acetic ether and five 
drops of sulphuric i^ d . 
Now make one quart of strong tea 
from two o inces of good store tea; 
filter or strain tea and sweeten with 
four ounces of sugar. 
Now add to all four and one half 
gallons of clear soft water and color 
to the desired point with burnt sugar 
dissolved in as little water as will dis­ 
solve It. 
To give it a fine old Bourbon flavor 
add one ounce essence of wintergreen. 
You have then five gallons of whisky 
which win Improve wlta age. 
Do not use more of the opium or 
cannabis indlca than the formula caUs 
for, as they are very powerful. 
Guinea 
pepper 
is 
used to give 
strength to the liquor, the taste and 
sensation produced being almost iden­ 
tical to that of alcohol. 
The liquor 
can be made as strong as desired by 
using more or less of it, as it is not 
injurious. 
Tincture of tobacco, one dram to 
each gallon, may 
be 
used to give 
whisky an Intox icating effect Make 
the liQOur stronger by using more al­ 
cohol. or weaken by using more water. 
Filter the whisky if it is not clear. 
After much discussion it was decid­ 
ed that the postoffice 
department 
could not stop the concern from send- 
ng out the formula, since they deliv­ 
ered to consumers that which they 
offered, and the Internal revenue de­ 
partment could find no way to prevent 
the dissemination of the literature.

the electrons of electricity and the 
atoms of the medium unite and at the 
same speed pass on together through 
the medium or whatever lies beyond. 
By accident he discovered a germicide 
that kills tubercular bacilli, yet does 
not affect the albumen o£ the blood. 
The huge static electrical machine he 
uses developes 85,000 volts, that af­ 
ter being passed through i.

Walmsley was told the millinery sup­ 
ply men wanted to k now what con­ 
struction the new game warden would 
put on the section regarding foreign 
birds. 
A lawyer who was present dashed 
that ray o i hope to earth by discover­ 
ing that the bill made every sheriff, 
marshal, policeman and constable a 
deputy game warden. 
The associa­ 
tion told Represmitative Walmsley it 
would mean thé confiscation of plumes 
in Kansas City worth $250,000. 
••What does It mean to you, gentle­ 
men?** ask ed 1*-. Walmsley, think ing 
he had not hourd arigdit. 
•‘It means putting every one of us 
out of business,” was the answer, “and 
with us will go all the retail stores 
In the state.** 
The bill was at first regarded In 
the legislature as a chronic measure 
of the Audubon society. 
The house 
passed it first, supposing the senate 


would k ill it. However, there was a 
senatorial election on and Wamsley 
began voting for 
members 
of the 
state senate for the 
United 
States 
senate. The report was, and Wams­ 
ley did not deny It, that he was get­ 
ting pledges for his bill in return for 
his votes. Whether that was true or 
not, Wamsley’s bill passed the senate 
and Governor Folk signed it. Repre­ 
sentative Wamsley admitted to the 
wholesale milliners that he had in 
mind the protection 
of 
game and 
plumage birds only, and that he had 
not thought of the millinery end of it 
when he tvas putting his bill through. 
“You ought to have told me about 
this disastrous feature of it,** the rep­ 
resentative expostulated. 
“The ses­ 
sion lasted seventy days.’* 
“We did not wak e up till we read 
IL Look at this,** said one of the mil­ 
liners, at the same time pulling out 
of his pock et a clipping from the Jour­ 
nal telling of the scope of the bill. 
Mr. Wamsley admitted that so far 
as he could see the milliners would 
have to mak e a complete report to the 
authorities of all 
feathers in their 
possesion, excepting of the seven var­ 
ieties named, in order that they might 
be tak en and destroyed. 
The milliners thank ed Mr. Wams­ 
ley for meeting with them. 
“But the thank s Hop right there.’* 
said one Jobber, laughing at the same 
time. Yesterday It was learned that 
the wholesalers had agreed to raise 
a fund of $5,000 to tak e the matter 
into the courts. “We simply have to 
do it. W’e do not want to be closed 
up by this fool bill, for that is what 
it is. 
The state game warden may 
construe that the bill does not apply 
to feathers of foreign birds; but that 
would not be safe. 
Any little rural 
constable could cause our customers 
trouble. It Is the most audacious bill 
I ever heard of. I do not k now what 
will happen ultimately, but I can say 
right now it will never be enforced. 
We will go Into court and tie the 
hands of the game warden. That will 
k eep alive till the next legislature 
meets. 
Then we will have the bill 
repealed. 
Nobody wants a fool bill 
lik e that on the book s. I do not k now 
what induced Governor Folk to sign 
such a thing.
